All the van were attacked on both | 
fides by the enemy, who ranged clofe along our line ;

in the. moft advantageous pofition—At a quarter pat 
fix, the Franklin opened her fire mpon the enemy, from

paft eight, Le Peuple Souverain drove to leeward of 
the line, and anchored a cable’s-length off L’Orient.

They were difmalt- 
ed very foon after the action began ; and fo much da- 
maged, that it is prefumed they could not longer hold 
out again{t an enemy fo fuperior by an advantageous po- 
fition, having placed feveral fhips againft one. 
Ata quarter pait nine o’clock, 1’Orient caught fire 
in the cabin; it foon afterwards broke out upon the 
poop. Every effort was made to extinguifh it, but 
without effet; and it foon became fo confiderable, that 
there were.no hopes: of faving the fhip. Half paft nine, 
Citizen Gillet, Capitaine de Payillon of the Franklin, 
was very feverely wounded, and carried off the deck. 
At thrée quarters paft dine, the arm cheft, filled with 
mufquet cartridges, blew up, and fet fire to feveral 
places on the poop and fecond deck, but fortunately 
was extinguilheds her dituation, however, was fill very 
defperate. Surrounded by enemies, and only 80 fa- 
thoms to windward of l’Orieat, which was entirely on 
fire; there could be no other, expectation than that of 
falling a ‘prey te the enemy, or the flames. At 10 
o'clock the main and mizen-matts fell, and all the guns 
on the main deck were difmounted.

The 
Tonnant anchored a-head of the Guillaume t ell, Ge- 
nereux, and Timoleon; the other two fhips got 'on 
fhoré.. The fhip that engaged the ‘Tonnant on the 
bow, cut her ‘cable; all her rigging and fails were cut 
to pieces and fhe drove down, and anchored altern of 
the Englith fhip that had been engaging the Heureux 
and Mercure, . before they changed their pofition. 
Fhofe of the Etat -Major, and fhip’s company of 
rOrteut, who had efcaped death, convinced of the 
improbability of extinguithing the fire, which had got 
down on the middle gun deck, endeavoured to fave 
themfelves. Rear Admiral. Gentiaume faved himfelf 
in a boat, and went on board the Salamine, and from 
thence to Aboukir and Alexandria: ‘lhe Adjutant- 
General Motard, although badly wounded, fwam to the 
fhip neareft'to Orient, which proved to be Englith. 
Commodore Cafa Bianca, and ‘his fon, only 10 years 
old (who, during the aétion gave great proofs of bra- 
very and under{tanding, far beyond his age), were not 
fo fortunate. ‘They were in the water upon the wreck 
of l’Orient’s mafts, not being able to fwim, feeking each 
other till three quarters paft 10, when the fhip blew up, 
and put an end to their hopes and fears. 


The Franklin’s 
decks were covered with red hot pieces of timber, oak- 
ums Pi AAATF VAR Gt-unGe was, 2 fourth time on fire, 
mendous exnlofion, the ation ceafed every where, and 
was fucceeded by a moft profound filence. The fky was 
obfcured by thick clouds of black fmoke, which feemed 
to threaten the deftruction of both fleets. It was'aquar- 
ter of an hour before the fhips crews recovered fromthe 
kind of ftupor they were thrown into. ‘Towards eleven 
o’clock, the Franklin, anxious to preferve the truftccn- 
fided in her, recommenced the aétion with a few ofher 
lower deck guns—all the reft were difmounted. Two 
hundred of her crew were either killed or wounded, 
and thofe who remained, much fatigued. She was fur- 
rounded by the enemy’s ships, fome of which were with- 
in piltol thot, and mowing down her men every broad- 
fide. Half paft eleven, having only feven lower deck 
guns that could defend the honour of the flag, it became 
neceflary to put an end to fo difproportionate a ftrugele, 
and Citizen Marinet, Capitaine de frigate, ordered the 
colours to be ftruck. The aétion in the rear of the fleet 
was very trifling, until three quarters palt eleven, when 
it again became very warm; five of the enemy’s fhips 
being engaged with them, and two of them were very 
near, as may be feen in plan three. The Tonnant, al- 
ready fadly treated, was neareft the thips engaged, and 
returned a very brisk fire, and not having any anchors 
left, fhe drove on fhore. Le Guillaume Tell, Le Ge- 
nercux, and Le Tomoleon, fhifted their births, and 
anchored farther down out of gun fhot—thefe thips 
were not much damaged. At half paft three, the action 
ceafed throughout the line. 

Early in the morning, the frigate La Juttice got un- 


Gulliaume Tell, and at nine A. M. anchored 3 an Eng- 
ith thip having got under weigh, was making fmall tacks 
to prevent her getting off. At fix two Englith fhips 
joined thofe which had been engaging the rear, and be- 
gan firing on the Hereux and Mercure, which thips were 
aground, ‘The former foon ftruck, and the latter fol- 
lowed her example, as they could not bring their broad- 
fides to bear on the enemy: (See plan iv). At half 
pat feven, the thip’s crew of L’Artemife frigate quit- 
ed her, and fet her on fire : at eight the blew up. ‘Ihe 
enemy, without doubt, had received great damage in 
their mafts and yards, as they did not get under weigh 
to attack the remainder of the French fleet. The French 
flag was flying on board four French fhips of the line 
and two frigates. At three quarters pait eleven, Le 
Guilliaume Tell, Le Genereux, La Diane, and La Jus- 
tice, were under weigh and formed in line of battle. —

ficet, fearing that fhe might be cut off —T'wo of the ene- 
my’s thips got immediately under weigh to affift her. 
At noon, the Timoleon, who probably was not in a 
itate to put to fea, ftood in for the fhore under her fore- 
fail, and as foon as fhe ftruck the fhore, the forematt 
fell. ‘The French divifion joined the enemy’s fhips, 
which ranged along their line, ‘on oppofite tacks, with- 
in piltol-fhot, and received their broadfides, which the 
returncd.

LE GENEREUX FRENCH SHIP. 


«“ Corfu, Sept. 8, 1798. 


“ T have the pleafure to announce to you my arrival 
at Corfu. 1 have been here for fome days pats, having 





brought in the Lnglith fhip Leander, of 74 guns, which 
I met with near che ifles of Goza and Candia, about a 
a league from the hore ; this fhip had been fent to carry 
the difpatches from Bequiers Road, where the Englifh 
had attacked us on the 1ft of Augult. We were at all- 
chor, but in a polition certainly not very ieoure for ow 
{quadron ; of this bad fituation they took advantage, 
and having placed us between two fires, @ moit dread- 
ful flaughter took place, the thips not being at a greater 
diftance than piftol-fhor, and at anchor. rom the cir 
cumi{tances of the wind with relation to the Englith 
thips we fhould have been fuperior in the contett, if PO- 
rient, our Admiral’s fhip, had not blown up in the air, 
which threw us all into diforder, as to avoid the flames 
that had already reached le Tonnant, every veilel was 
oblised to fhitt its ftation. ‘Having, however, placed 
my {hip in a fituation favourable to the direction of its 
cannon, [ fought her until three in the morning of the 
following day to that in which at ten in the evening 
Orient blew up. By a fingular accident, f milfed ha- 
ving a broadfide at Captain Derby, who failed with us 
in the lat war from the Cape of Good Hope to Cadiz. 
His fhip, the Beilerophon, of 74 guns, failed pait me 
about ha!f pa(t ten in the evening, having lott her main- 
matt and mizen-maft, I fired three or four fhots at 
her, which carried away the matt fhe was hoifting, and 
ftruck away.one of the lanthorns from the poop. 1 
immediately ordered one of my officers to go in purfuit 
of, and to bring on board of my fhip the captain of this 
fhip ; but in half an hour afterwards, when | was about 
to fend my boat on board her, the fire from feveral of 
the Englifh thips being direéted again{t me, compelled 
me rather to think of anfwering their \guns, than of 
taking poffellion of the other fhip, and the flow manner 
in which the officer whom I had difpatched proceeded 
to execute my orders, was the cavfe of my failing to 
take poffeflion of this other fhip. Avs to the Leander, 
I was obliged to fight with her for nearly four hours 
and three quarters. She carries 74 guns, 24 and 30 
pounders, on her upper deck, and 12 on her lower. I 
thould have made myfelf malter of her in lefs than an 
hour, had we been at clofe fighting: during the en- 
gagement Wé boarded her, and thould have fucceeded 
in making prize of her by boarding, if I bad had a more 
active crew.

Mr Derr faid,. that when the bill went into a Com- 
mittee, he fhould take the liberty of fubmitting a claufe 
to the Houfe. 

The bill was read a firft time, and ordered to be 
read a fecond time. 

‘Phe Secretar of War brought up a lift of the Ge- 
neral and. Staff officers, with an account of their pay, 
and the divifions in which they ferve. 

He then obferved, that the paper he had juft brought 
up did not exaétly tally with the eftimate. ‘Ihere were 
in it fome articles which were not in the eftimate, and 
others were omitted. He believed, however, that it 
would attord other information which the Hon. Gentle- 
man who moved for it wanted. If it did not, it would 
be very eafy, provided it were agreeable to the Houfe, 
to produce another paper, which would exactly balance 
the amount of the eftimate. 

Mr M. A. 'Taycor faid, that he fhould look at the 
paper juft brought up, and if it did not afford the infor- 
mation he wanted, he fhould give notice to the Right 
Hon. Gentleman. 

The paper was ordered to be laid on the table. 

The Englifh fmall notes bill was read’a third time 
and pafied. 

The mutiny bill was read a fecond time, and ordered 
to be committed to-morrow. 

The Loan Bill (of 3 Millions) was brought up by 
Mr Hobbart, read a firft time, and ordered to be read 
a fecond time to-morrow. 

LAND TAX. 

On the motion of Mr Pitt the Committee on the bill 
for eularging the period allowed for the Redemption of 
the Land T'ax was deferred till to morrow. Mr Pit: 
Rated, that he believed nothing would prevent him from 
going into the Committee to-morrow. 

ENGLISH MILITIA. 

The bill for continuing the fervice of the Englifh Mi- 
litia in Ireland was committed. 

Mr Pirt faid, that after the blanks were filled up he 
fhould bring up a clause, providing that his Majelty thould 
not be empowered to continue the fervices of the Militia 
longer than the period for which their fervices were 
tendered. 

Mr M. A. Taytor faid, he had oppofed the bill for 
fending the Militia to Ireland, when that meafure was 
firft propofed to the Honfe. He had not altered his o- 
pinion as to the conftitutional ground on which he op- 
pofed it, and therefore he fhould not vote for the pte- 
fent bill. 

: He fhould, however, take this opportunity of obfer- 
ving that he was perfeétly convinced that the reinforce- 
ments which his Majefty’s Miniiters had fo promptly 
and fo opportunely fent, had been the means of faving 
Ireland. Indeed under the humane and wife admini- 
{tration of the prefent Lord Lieutenant he believed that 
country was faved, and he was convinced it was now in 
a “ag better fituation than it had been for Many y 
palt.

This morning a mefienger arrived at Lord Grenville’s 
office, who came over in an extra packet-boat with dif- 
patches from Vienna. ‘They contain the following ac- 
count; 

Advices were received on the 3d inft. at Vienna, 
brought from Conftantinople on the 17th ult. 

Seven different meffengers had ariived there from 
Egypt,.with accounts that Buonaparre hadbeen fhot 
in a Council of War, to which he had called not only 
all his own General Officers, but the Chiefs of thofe 
countries which he had organized. 





He had called this council for the purpofe of delibe- 
rating upon the beft plan ‘of oppofing Mourav Bey, 
Inranim Bey, and Pacus Gaza, who were all ad- 
vancing towards Cairo with a confiderable foree. Upon 
his firit opening the bufinefs, the Envoy from the Bey 
of Trrroxs, in Syria, drew a piitol from his girdle, 
and thot Buonararre dead upon the fpot. 

Upon Buonararre’s being thot, the inhabitants of 
Cairo rofe upon the French foldiery, and maffacred a 
great nomber, Among(t the reft, two French Gene- 
rals fell—It was thought that upon the approach “of 
the Beys; very few, if any, of the French would efcape- 

Bythe fame meffenger, accounts were brought of the 
taking of Alexandria by the Pacha of Rhodes, affifted 
by the fquadron of Englifh hips which haye been crui- 
zing off that port fince the battle of the Nile. 

Thefe accounts, we underftand, were communicated 
to Sir Morton Epen by Baron ‘Puucur at Vienna, 
to whom they had been fent by the Imperial Minifter 
at Con{tantinople. 3

The Navy Board has purchafed the hulls of the fol- 
lowing prizes taken by Lord Nelfou, at the fum of 
117,0001. viz. the Franklin and Tonant, of 80 guns : 
the Separtiate, Adquilon, Conquerant, and Souverain 
Peuple, of 74 guns. ‘The two laft hips were only va- 
lued at scool. each ; the Franklin at 30,0001. 

The name of Le Franklin is to be changed to Cano- 
pus; the Aquilon, to the Aboukir ; and Le Souverain 
Peuple, to be Le Guerrier. The laft is to be the theer- 
hulk at Gibraltar. * 

It has been afcertained from French documents, that 
L’Orient had gold and filver on board, when fhe blew 
up, to the amount of half a million Sterling. 

Mr Horneman, a German, employed by the African 
Affociation to travel, for the purpofe of difcovery, into 
the interior of Africa, was at Cairo when the French 
army marched into that place. Mefl. Berthelot and 
Monge, two of the fcientific gentlemen who accompa- 
nied Buonaparie to Egypt, foon difcovered Mi Horne- 
man’s errand, and introduced him to the General in 
Chief, who took him under his immediate protection, 
and undertook to forward letters to his employers in 
London, which were received a few days ago under the 
General’s official pfeal. They are dated the 31ft of 
Auguft, and brought information, that Mr Horneman 
inteaded to fet out on the 12th of September for Fezzar, 
a kingdom fitaated on the W. S. W. of Cairo, about 
two months journey. From thence he means to pro- 
ceed to Cafhna, a town fappofed to be near equidiftant 
from the Eaftern and Weltorn Seas, and in about the 
17th degree of northern Jatitude. He has informed 
the Affociation, that they are not to expect to hear from 
him in Jefs than two years and a half.

The Sheriffs of London prefented a‘petition from the 
Lord Mayor, Aldermen, and Common Council of the 
city of London, againft the wet dock bill brought for- 
ward by Mr Manning, 

This occafioned a converfation between Mr Manning 
and Sir John Anderfon. The former charged the city 
of London with thawrting and delaying the plans that 
had been offered for the accommodation of the fhip- 
ping in the ‘Thames.

Income Bitt. 

The order of the day for reconfidering the report 
of the Committee on this bill was maved by Mr Pitt.
